Lack ef Interest in Congressional Affairs Stirs Wash- 
ington to Seek Cause and Cure—House 
Gains Most Favor 


WASHINGTON, D. vu. 


Washingion is turning quizzical as to how much the majority of the 
Amcrican people are interested in its procedure and proceedings. 
Things have been happening here. @ 


The tariff debate has developed an 
important political significance com- 
parable to the wrecking of the Repuh- 
jican Party in 1912. Is that being dis- 
cussed on New York's east side, along 
Chicago's .Gold Coast or by the street 
car dodgers of San Francisco's Market 
Street? 


For the first time since 1902, when 
two South Carolina Senators got int 
a fracas and began tossing inkwwells 
around the Senate chamber, the con- 
demnation of a substantial majority of 
colleagues has been voted on Senator 
Hiram Bingham of Connecticut under 
circumstances which might impel l!ess 
erudite men to resign shamefacedly. 
Does that seem terrible in New Haven. 
Waterbury, Hartford, Rridgeport or 
Stamford? 

Herbert Hoover and Ramsay Mac- 
Donald are trying to put an end to 
talk of conflict on the seas between 
the United States and the British Em- 
pire and are doing everything possi- 
ble to obtain results at a momentous 
conference to be held in London Inte 
in January. Apart from the fact that 
he thought it was quite a novel idea 
for an American President and a Brit- 
ish Prime Minister to sit before a log 
‘fire in Blue Ridge Mountain cabin 
and talk’ over the peace of the world, 
does the much used and abused man 
in the street care a rap about yard- 
sticks and parities and cruisers and 
@uxiliaries and all these things which 
admiralty offices in Washington and 
London consider so vital? 


YOUR JOB FOR AN ANSWER 


Any one who can answer those ques- 

tions. may have his name added to 
the White House secretariat at $10,000 
a year, with big automobiles and chauf- 
feurs thrown in. 
s The miracle man or wonder woman 
also might have offers from Jouett 
Shouse’g Democratic National Com- 
mittee headquarters and land a good 
job there. 

Insurgent Republicans might be will- 
ing to pass the hat on Capitol Hill to 
establish a research department of the 
peace-timé coalition government on 
Capitol Hill. 

In simple language, Washington 
would give almost anything for a sat- 
isfactory answer ta its query: 

“Are the American people 
ested?” 

Washington does not get the answer 
from reading the daily newspapers. 
The Senate debates are reported accu- 
rately and at length. The lobby inquiry 
is featured. The Bingham expose is 
headlined. The significance of the 
London naval conference is stressed. 
The political potentialities of Mr. 
Hoover’s inability to dominate the 
Republican Party are pointed out. 

Washington notes that editorials are 
carried daily in every worth-while news- 
paper in the land and emphasis is laid 
on the importance of events now being 
unfolded in this. funny old town. 
Washington is confident that the ed- 
itorial writers know their stuff and 
are right in what they write. 

Senators say on the Senate floor 
that the whole country is up in arms 
over the ~Hawley-Smoot tariff mon- 
strosity. They say privately that in 
their smoking compartment contacts 
as they go here and there from Wash- 
ington and back they find no one ¢car- 
ing a tinker's dam about the tariff 
nor knowing very much more about the 
forthcoming London: conference than 
that Mr. Hoover and Mr. MacDonald 
have been talking things over in a 
man-to-man, .common-sense, mattér- 
of-fact fashion to put an end to hon- 
sensical talk about war between the 
United States and England. 

Business men come running down 
to Washington to say that the whole 


inter- 


country is going to pot if they do not 
obtain their, pet tariff schedules. After 
they get here*they hire a lobbyist or a 
lobbyist lawyer, get cards to a golf 
club, the phonémumber of a reliable 
bootlegger, the “Mgt Of the bes! try- 
out or worn-gut.<éhows in town and 
possibly “the “girl friend’? of the girl 
at the cigar counter or the manicure 
table. = 

The Repuovlicans and the Democrats 
have their political scouts. All the 
experting possible under the sun was 
done in the Virginia Gubernatorial con- 
test. It was regarded as portending all 
manner of #things from a national po- 
litical esandpoint. It was as likely to 
indicate to the average man the hap- 
penings of 1932 as a cyclone on the 
moon, and to interest him as much. 

Disgraceful,as is the Bingham-Eyan- 
son incident, and as sinister as all its 
implications are, Washington is unable 
to believe that Bingham’s sin was in 
doing the thing he did, but in getting 
caught at it. If there should be any 
resentment among Connecticut's tariff 
grabbers, Washington has not the 
slightest doubt that it would be that 
the next time Charles L. Eyanson comes 
down to Washington Bingham ought 
to be smart enough to see that Eyanson 
is not subjected to any further indig- 
nities of the brand he and E. Kerit 
Huvbard, President of the associaticn, 
had to endure at the hands of a Senate 
committee, 


HOUSE MOST POPULAR 


But what is Washington to do? 

The truancy of popular interest can- 
not be laid to the press of the country, 
nor to the capacity of, able Senators 
to make news, yet the fact is recognized 
that stupid as it is the House of Rep- 
resentatives is popular around the 
country and the Senate is in disrepute. 

That there is no comparison between 
the two branches of Congress is so 
well established in Washington that 
even when House leaders are running 
the errands of the White House the 
President holds them in the contempt 
which ordinarily is reserved for me- 
nials, 

Mr. Hoover would be the biggest 
chump in the world if he failed to 
capitalize that opportunity to exalt 
the House over a Senate which per- 
sists in frustrating him. 

It may be that Senator Brookhart of 
Iowa knows his stuff when he turns 
from the agricultural tariff bonuses he 
has promised the corn belt to tell 
about’ official drinkers and drinking 
in Washington. 

They tell me that the best way to in- 
terest a lot of people is to “dish the 
dirt” on the pecple in whom others 
are interested. Brookhart may be 
right.

In spite of all the sordidgess and 
misery of the East, these are the 
lands where the greet religions of 
the earth were born, and where 
other creeds may originate some 
day.

However that may be, there 
is no dcubt that we owe our religious 
sentiments largely to the East and 
no other element has penetrated 
deeper into the texture of human 
relations than this. Some Teutons 
bewail the fact that the modern 
Western world did not preserve the 
old Germanic gods, Thor, the god of 
war, and Wotan and Freya. Some 
even, like Marshal Ludendorff, have 
broken with Cheistianity, and have 
gone back to the gods of Valhalla, 
disdaining to worship any longer at 
the shrine of Oriental fantasy.
